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BARTER PACT 
“STRATEGIC” 


W A SH IN G TO N , June 24— (U P ) 
—-Administration 
officials 
today 
hailed the United States-British 
rubber-for-cotton barter as a long 
step toward the proposed goal of 
equipping both nations with stra­ 
tegic w ar materials in event of an 
armed force show-down in the near 
future. 
They believed that the exchange 
of 600,000 bales of this country’s 
surplus cotton for approximately 
85,000 
tons 
of 
British 
rubber 
might become an important factor 
in events in the Fa r East where 
officials of both countries believe 
a show-down between the so-called 
democratic states and Japan ap­ 
pears imminent. 
Officials considered the arrange­ 
ment to acquire rubber for use 
only in a war emergency particu­ 
larly strategic. 
In event of w ar 
in the F a r East the Straits Settle­ 
ments and the Dutch East Indies 
— the world's principal suppliers 
of rubber— might be cut off. 
This government’s next move In 
barter deals was expected to be an 
effort to acquire a similar reserve 
of tin, the principal source of 
which also is the Straits Settle 
ments. 
The rubber-cotton agreement, 
involving about $30,000,000 of Am ­ 
erican cotton, was signed in Lon­ 
don yesterday by U. S. Ambas­ 
sador to Britain Joseph P. Ken­ 
nedy and President Oliver F. G. 
Stanley of the British board of 
trade. 
The 
agreement 
states 
specifically that its intention was 
to allow acquisition in peace time 
of rubber and cotton by Britain 
and the United States respectively 
“ against the contingency of a ma­ 
jor war emergency.” 
W ar department officials here, 
worried about the serious situa­ 
tion developing in China, were 
jubilant over the arrangements. 
The 85,000 ton reserve supply of 
rubber is equivalent to nearly 
three months’ normal commercial 
consumption in peace time. In 
event of a total stoppage of new 
supplies it could be made suffi­ 
cient for almost a whole year, 
officials said, by use of rubber 
reclamation methods. 
Officials said thev anticipated 
little difficuty in obtaining Sen­ 
ate ratification or in getting the 
necessary 
legislation 
passed 
to 
authorize the Commodity Credit 
Corporation to dispose of the cot­ 
ton. 
The United States w ill deliver 
the cotton, 
which amounts 
to 
approximately 
one-half of 
the 
British consumption of certain 
stocks, aboard British-designated 
ships at N ew Orleans and other 
gulf and Atlantic ports. 
Britain w ill deliver the raw 
rubber stocks "on board” at Sing­ 
apore or other convenient ports 
for transportation by American 
vessels. The value of the rubber 
w ill equal the value of the Am er­ 
ican cotton, the price of which 
will be fixed according to rates 
at the U. S. port of delivery in­ 
stead of the Liverpool, England, 
price which generally runs lower. 
The price of the rubber w ill be 
fixed on the avdrage value be­ 
tween Jan . 1, 1939 and the present 
price. British estimates were that 
the United States would obtain 
about 85,000 tons, or one-fifth of

— (U P)—Pacific Coast conference 
faculty representativ es, managers 
and coaches today tied up the 
loose ends of a week-long summer 
meeting 
which 
produced

dynamite than probably any oth­ 
er session since the conference K 
was organized. 
Highlight of the meeting was 
the submission of the sensational 
Edwin N. Atherton report, and 
the subsequent faculty statem ent 
which rev ealed the report con­ 
tained ev idence of flagrant abuses 
in the recruiting and paym ent of 
athletes. • 
Atherson’s surv ey of six con­ 
ference members,

tensiv e research into all aid fur­ 
nished athletes

ernment ca n crea te wea lth by borrowing, is good, 
then why ta ke the w ea lth from the citizens by 
ta xa tion? Why not a llow them to keep this wea lth 
a nd the gov ernment continue its opera tions on a 
borrowing sca le ? If the gov ernment ha s some 
ma gica l wa y, a s the N ew Dea lers cla im , of a dding 
w ea lth by borrowing, then it is a bsurd for them 
not to use it entirely a nd discontinue ta xing a ll 
together. 
But the N ew Dea lers nev er a ttem pt to a nswer 
those questions. The rea son they do not a nswer 
is tha t they ca nnot do so.

'v ery sta te, city a nd town, the $26,000,000,000 ra il- 
'oa d industry. The lines ha v e gone in for strea ml­ 
ining, for a ir-conditioning, for fa ster schedules. 
Why don’t they conv ert ev ery tra in into a silv er 
mercury of the ra ils—employing a dditiona l thou- 
a nds of men? 
Their problem is simila r to the problem of the 
teel industry, a nd of most industries. 
The ra il- 
v a ys a re offering round-trip tickets to both world 
a irs for $90. But la st yea r ta xes of the America n 
a broa d* equa lled fiv e-sixths of their tota l pa s- 
pnger fa res, a nd were Ihe equiv a lent of a full 
ea r s wa ges for 183.000 employes.

When they a re inv ested in wa ys th a t perform 
little, if a ny, a dditiona l serv ice, then they cea se 
to a dd to the ca pita l of the world a nd do v ery 
little, if a ny, good to society a s a whole. But when 
they a re inv ested so a s to bring some new com­ 
modity into genera l use or when they a re inv ested 
so a s to bring down the cost of some serv ice 
a lrea dy being furnished, then society is grea tly 
benefited.
